NEW NORMAL SCHOOL COURSE 


Three Tears Course of Study Becomes 


Effective Sciitembor Xext — Work 
In Ensllsli and Hcaltli Education to 
Be Featured. 
The work 
of 
the State Xormal 


schools has been greatly strengthened 
through the new three-year course of 
study that becomes effective in Sep- 
tember, 1922. The necessity for more 
adequate professional training on the 
part of the teaching staff has beei 
appreciated for several years. Several 
states have four-year courses of study 
in their teacher-training institutions. 
The three-year course was authorized 
by the Board of Regents several years 
ago, but was not put into immediate 
effect on account of war conditions. 


In the new course, the work in Eng- 


lish has been ' greatly strengthened. 
The social sciences, incluuding history 
and geography, 
have 
a prominent 


place. Emphasis Is given in alljserncjs- 
tera to work in health education. The 
approach to the study of history ol 
education lias been entirely changed 
and emphasis placed upon recent de- 
•elopments in this field. Every student 
in the Normal school will have an 
elementary 
course 
in 
educational 


measurements. 
In order to make, the change grad- 


ually from the two-year to the three- 
year course, the regents have author- 
ized the issuance of limited certificates 
on the completion ot the first two 
years of the new professional courae. 
Normal school students who complete 
the first two years of the new throe- 
year course of study will be entitled 
to limited certificates valid in the ele- 
mentary schools oC the state for a 
period of three to live years. This ar- 
rangement will make it possible for 
Normal school students to enter the 
teaching service on the completion of 
two years of professional study and 
to complete the full requirement with- 
in a limited period as may be done 
most conveniently — [University Bul- 
letin.
